To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Ripley  Oban  District  Council. 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1937,  which  has  been  drawn  up  on  the  lines  indicated 
in  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Circular  1650. 

We  have  had  a  fair  amount  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria 
during  the  year,  culminating  in  a  rather  serious  epidemic  in 
November  and  December.  The  epidemic  was  not  confined  to  this 
area.  The  Schools  were  closed  for  a  period,  and  careful  super¬ 
vision  of  the  contacts  helped  considerably  to  abate  the  epidemic. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  our  overcrowded  cases  under  the 
Housing  Acts,  1935  an(l  x93^,  have  been  satisfactorily  abated.  1 
am  of  opinion  that  this  is  a  bin  step  in  the  direction  of  Public 
Health. 

The  Council’s  provision  of  a  Motor  Ambulance  has,  I  am 
sure,  already  proved  itself,  and  the  provision  of  it  is  a  matter  upon 
which  the  Council  are  to  be  congratulated. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg-  again  to  make  the  following 
recommendation  : — 

A  Sewerage  Scheme  for  Upper  and  Lower  Hartshay.

This  Mining  District  has  a  certain  amount  of  unemploy¬ 
ment,  but  the  numbers  of  unemployed  have  shewn  a  definite  de¬ 
crease  during  1937  owing  to  improved  conditions  in  the  coal  trade. 

Apart  from  Coal-mining  there  are  large  Engineering 
Works,  Agricultural  Implement  Works,  Dye  Works,  Refractories, 
Brick  Works,  Lime  Works,  and  Wire  Works.  Also  in  the  area 
are  factories  manufacturing  hair  and  fibre  cloths,  candle  wicks  and 
plaited  lace,  etc.,  employing  mainly  female  labour.  None  of  the 
industries  are  prejudicial  to  health.

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(i b )  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  Council  now  possess  a  Motor 
Ambulance.  This  is  a  Bedford  machine,  and  has  equipment  for 
dealing  with  any  cases  necessitating  removal  to  hospital.  It  is 
stationed  at  Derby  Road  Garage,  Telephone  Number  90,  and  is 
under  the  care  of  Mr.  F.  H.  Wilkinson,  and  it  is  available  both 
day  and  night. 

(c)  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

No  changes  have  taken  place,  except  that  Miss  A.  Mellor,  a 
full-time  County  Midwife,  is  now  resident  in  the  District  at  No. 
67,  He  age  Road. 

(d)  TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS. 

Ante=NataI  Clinic. — Provision  is  made  at  the  Ripley 
Hospital  for  this  work  to  be  carried  out  on  the  second  and  fourth 
Thursdays  of  the  month,  from  2.0  to  4.30  p.m. 

Infant  Welfare  Centres. — There  are  two  Infant  Welfare 
Centres  operating  in  the  District.  These  are  held  in  the  Outram 
Street  old  Schools  and  the  Bethel  Chapel,  Derby  Road. 

School  Clinic. — Medical  inspection  of  the  children  attending 
school  is  made  by  the  School  Medical  Officers,  under  the  control  of 
the  County  Council. 

Tuberculosis  Clinic. — Cases  from  this  area  are  put  under  the 
medical  superivision  of  the  County  Council  Tuberculosis  Officer, 
Dr.  W.  H.  Morton,  at  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  Grange 
Street,  Alfreton,  which  is  open  from  11.0  a.m.  to  1  p.m.,  and  2  to 
4  p.m.  on  Fridays.  Facilities  are  also  available  for  radiographic 
examination  to  be  carried  out  at  the  Tuberculosis  Department, 
County  Offices,  Derby. 

Venereal  Disease. — The  centre  for  the  treatment  of  Venereal 
Disease  for  this  area  is  the  Derbyshire  Royal  Infirmary.  The 
following  is  a  table  showing  the  days  and  hours  at  which  the  Y.D. 
Clinic  is  open  : —

(e)  HOSPITALS. 

Ripley  Hospital. — The  accommodation  at  this  hospital  has 
not  changed  since  my  last  report,  i.e.,  accommodation  for  12  males, 
seven  females,  and  a  cot  for  children.  Treatment  is  still  available 
for  medical,  surgical,  and  dental  cases  arising  in  the  distinct,  and 
also  for  those  cases  requiring  Violet  Ray,  Infra  Red,  and 
Orthopaedic  work,  carried  out  by  the  special  nurse  appointed  for 
the  purpose.  No  arrangements  have  yet  been  made  for 
p  a  t  h  o  1  og  i  c  a  1  ex  am  i  n  a  t  i  o  n . 

No  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  Honorary  Staff. 

(/)  MATERNITY  HOME. 

We  are  still  without  a  Maternity  Home  in  the  district. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA. 


Water. — This  district  has  a  good  and  constant  supply  of 
water,  obtained  from  the  Derwent  Valley,  Ilkeston  and  Heanor 
and  Bel  per  Water  Boards.  Further  extensions  have  been  made 
during-  the  year  to  the  Council’s  water  mains  to  meet  the  needs  of 
Building-  Estates. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  erection  of  further  houses 
on  local  Building-  Estates  has  necessitated  the  extension  of  the 
Council’s  sewers.  In  the  case  of  the  Council’s  Porter  House 
Estate  an  entirely  new  sewer  was  laid  to  drain  the  now  completed 
Wright  Avenue. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — Where  cases  of  pollution  have  been 
found  properties  have  had  their  drains  connected  to  sewers  or  cess¬ 
pools  to  check  the  pollution. 

Closet  Accommodation. — Further  progress  has  been  made 
during  1937  with  the  Council’s  Conversion  Scheme.  The  number 
of  closets  converted  were  :  Pails  48,  Privies  3.  The  total  number 
of  conversions  now  completed  since  the  Scheme  was  first  com¬ 
menced  is  as  follows  : — 

846  Pails;  210  Privies;  3  Slop  Water  Closets.

Public  Cleansing. — During  the  year  the  Council  have  pur¬ 
chased  a  new  200-gallon  tumbler  to  replace  the  old  one  in  use  in 
the  Ripley  area.  The  new  tumbler  'has  pneumatic  tyres.  There 
have  been  no  changes  in  the  equipment  for  refuse  collection,  the 
three  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Freighters,  one  of  which  is  employed 
for  three  days  in  the  week  emptying  cesspools,  have  to  deal  with 
the  output  of  refuse.  Cesspools  are  emptied  regularly  throughout 
the  area. 

All  refuse  collected  in  the  Ripley  area  is  now  taken  to  the 
Waingroves  Tip,  this  concentration  (having  opened  the  way  for 
salvage.  The  result  has  been  the  installation  of  a  tin-baling 
machine  at  this  tip.  Tins  are  sorted  from  the  refuse  deposited  and 
arc  pressed  into  bales  of  a  convenient  size,  weighing  on  the  average 
25  pounds.  So  far  the  average  number  of  bales  per  week  has  been 
200.

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SHOPS. 

No  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  administration  of  the 
Shops  Act,  1934. 

Action  is  immediately  taken  when  premises  are  found  to  fall 
short  of  the  sanitary  requirements  under  the  Act. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Although  steps  have  been  taken  by  the  Council,  the  smoke 
nuisance  from  the  Lime  Works  and  Tarmacadam  Works  at 
Ambergrove  still  exists. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  is  an  open-air  Swimming  Pool  at  Britain  Colliery, 
owned  by  the  Butterley  Company,  Ltd.  This  is  for  the  use  of  the 
Company’s  employees,  and  is  also  used  for  the  Schools.  At  this 
bath  the  water  is  changed  weekly,  but  there  is  no  purification 
plant. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

In  spite  of  the  number  of  tenancies  which  have  changed  in 
the  Council’s  Estates,  due  to  the  abatement  of  overcrowding  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Acts,  no  cases  of  infestation  by  bed 
bugs  have  arisen.  There  have  been  very  few  cases  of  beetle  in¬ 
fested  houses,  and  where  cases  have  been  reported  immediate  and 
stringent  steps  have  prevented  their  re-occurrence. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  several  public  elementary 
schools  in  the  area  are  very  good.  The  water  supply  in  all  cases 
is  from  the  public  mains.  In  November  and  December  the  number 
of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  rose  considerably,  and  as 
the  majority  were  of  school  ages  and  from  the  Ripley  Central 
Schools  these  schools  were  promptly  closed  and  were  disinfected 
throughout.  I  am  sure  this  precautionary  measure  accounted  for 
the  immediate  drop  in  the  number  of  cases.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

Periodical  inspection  of  the  farms  and  dairies  in  the  district 
lias  been  continued  throughout  the  year.  The  milk  produced  is  in 
all  cases  of  a  satisfactorv  quality.  Pasteurised  milk  is  supplied  by 
the  Ripley  Co-operative  Society,  who  have  an  up-to-date  Pasteur¬ 
isation  plant  at  their  dairy,  Nottingham  Road,  and  inspection  and 
sampling  have  shewn  that  the  standard  is  entirely  satisfactory. 

There  are  several  producers  of  Accredited  milk  in  the  dis¬ 
trict,  licensed  by  the  Countv  Council.  The  Riplev  Schools  are  still 
supplied  with  bottled  milk  by  one  of  these,  and  this  milk  is  now 
taken  by  the  children  under  the  supervision  of  their  teachers. 

This  Council  grant  one  bottler’s  licence  to  bottle  Accredited 

milk. 

(h)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Routine  inspection  of  slaughter-houses,  meat  shops  and 
stalls  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year.  The  standard  of  the 
meat  sold  in  this  area  is  very  good,  and  there  has  been  little 
occasion  to  condemn  whole  carcases  or  individual  organs  except  in 
a  few  cases  of  tuberculosis.
